For.my own Part, I do think fo; —— but then, I 
muit as freely declare, that I could never fee any 
Reafon to accufe his Majefty, or his Minifters for it. —— 
If Spain, and the other Nations of Europe, will employ 
their own People in Manufactures and ‘Trade ; or break 
Treaties ; or difpofe of their profitable Branches of 
Commerce to the prefent beft Bidder, for the Sake of 
fome temporary Views, I do not fee what could have 
been done in thefe Cafes. Can we forbid other Nations 
to work for themfelves? Or, muft we purchafe every 
Branch of our Trade, in all Conjunétures, at the Ex- 
pence of War, which in its Confequences may be fatal 
to all Europe, as well as ourlelves? Or, whe we are 
told by other Nations, that if we do not come into 
their Meafures, we thall Jofe the Benefits of their Trade, 
ws Mutt not the Balance of Power, and the Liberties 


’ of Europe be had in Confideration, and allow’d greater 


Weight? ——~ And tho’ I am to defer my Thoughts on 
our ‘Trade with Foreign Nations, ’till I have difcourfed 
on our own Colonies, I will at. prefent remark, that 
the principal Care of our Merchants ought to be, to 
procure their refpective Cargoes cheap enough to un- 
derfell others in the Places they trade to ;. which is the 
fure Means to preferve and increafe ‘Trade ; and would 
they turn their Cares more this Way, no doubt, there 
are Ways-and Means to be thought on, that might con- 
tribute much towards it. 

Bu'r before we proceed to dur Confiderations on the 
Britife American onies, and the Advantages they 
may yield to their Mother Country, it is requifite that 
we fhould look a little into the real Circumilances and 
State of the Nation, and fee what Benefits we do ftand 
in. need of ; ——— and I fhall only juft mention fuch as 
all muftafientto: —

2. Provision for fapernumerary Profeffors of Di- 
vinity, Law, Phyfick, &c.

Now, every honeft Heart and plain Underfianding 
muft needs fee and feel thefe Truths ; and I do venture 
to fay, that I think itno mighty Difficulty to demon- 
ftrate infallibly, that our American Colonies may be fo 
wifely regulated and improved, as fully to anfwer all 
thefe Ends, in a aturel, moral, and eafy Way, for the 
Good of every one, and the folid Intereft and Glory 
of the Nation. — For let the Enemies to our Govern- 
ment fay what they can fay, we are at prefent in fo 
good a Condition, that we have Lanps 7 — we have 
RICHES; —— we have Prop.e ; and we have 
Power enough to accomplifh all thefe Tuines. 

And the great Encouragement bis Majefly has already 

iven to GEORGIA, €c. fhould make us reft confi- 
am that He has nothing more at Heart than the Jm- 
provement of the Britith Empire in America, and the 
Happine/i of his faithful People.

‘Rome, Aug. 20. 


HE Moorifh Prince, Brother to the King of Mo- 
rocco, who came hither by Chance three Years 
ago, when he abjured Mahometifm, and had afterwards 
a confiderable Penfion allowed him by the Pope and 
the Kings of France and Spain, has, fince his Conver- 
fion, fo misbehaved, that his Holinefs has thought fit 
to put him underan Arreft, and to commit him to the 
Prifon of the Capitol ; for not content with his Pen- 
fion, he has contraéted a vait Number of Debts, and 
led one of the moft diffolute of Lives. This Prince 
(who is one of the 35 Sons of the late Emperor of Mo- 
rocco) went laft Year incognito, under the Title 
of the Marquis of Tafilet, to follicit Entploy- 
ment in the Troops of Naples, or in thofe of the 
other States of Italy ; but he could not fuceeed: The 
Woman whom he married here fome. Months ago, js, 
by the Pope’s Order, clapped up in a Convens,

Leghorn, Aag. 22. The Matters of feveral Ships ar- 
rived from the Mediterranean, report, that on the ° 
1oth of April laft, there was an Earthquake in the 
Ifle of Cyprus; and that three of the Shocks were fo 
violent, that the principal Edifices were ruined, toge- 
ther with a great many Houfes of the Towns of 
Nuofia (which is the Capital)’ Famagoicfta, and Ce- 
rine 5 befides. the neighbouring ‘Villages, of which 
many of the Inhabitants perifhed under'the Ruins; and 
‘that during: this Difafter the Earth opened in feveral 
Places; and fpouted up a great Quantity of Water. 

Venice, Aug. 27.. According to private Letters from 
Conftantinople, the People there are fo exafperated by 
the Loffes fuitained in Perfia, that ’tis apprehended 
there will be another Revolt ; and that the Malecon- 
tents will take the Opportunity of the Abfence of the 
"Troops, to depofe the Grand Seigniot, and to re- 
eftablifh his Predeceffor Sultan Achmet} and ‘tis faid 
ideed, that Muftapha, the prefent Sultan, is not very 
averfe to fucli a Reftoration. Mean time Patrols are 
continually ‘marching in the Streets of Conflantinople 
every Night, in order to prevent a Commotion. Not- 
withitanding this ill State of their Affairs, the Porte is 
as haughty as ever; for fome time ago the Ruffian Mi- 
nifter prefenting 2 Memorial to the Divan, in which 
there was this Expreffion, viz. she mofi Serene and 
Great Emprefs ofall the Rufians, the Divan {crupled to 
receive the Memérial, on Pretence, that the Title 
was not conformable to the common Prafticé obferved 
even among fome of the European Powers, ‘They 
add, that the Roffian Minifter, if order to take trom 
the Port all Matter for Cavil, has made fome Altera- 
tion in her Czarian Majefty’s ‘Title ; and tis obferved, 
that in a Letter which the Grand Vizier lately wrote to 
the Count d’Ofterman, Vice-Chancellor of Raffia, he 
gives the Emprefs the Title of the Mo? Serene Czarina 
of Mufory, glorious among the Chriftian. Monarchs. 
The Bufinefs of that Letter was to remove the Um- 
brage which the Ruffian Court had taken at the Expe- 
dition againft Dagheftan, and to perfiade them, that 
it was dnly defigned to give Thamas Kouli-Kana Di- 
verfion. ‘The Porte is the more fet upon this Expe- 
dition; fince they made a Difcovety, that the fiid 
General is underan Engagement to Ruffia, to make. 
no Peace with the Turks, but on Conditions which 
that Court approves of. 

Boxolo, Aug. 28. The feveral Attacks of tht Spa- 
niards upon Mirandola, Have been of fo little Effect, 
that the Count de Maceda is for trying to reduce it by 
Mines, or by Sapping, which, he thinks) would be 
much the eafieft Way ; but "tis doubted whether either 
of thefe Expedients is fo much as pratticable, becaufe 
there is 4 great deal of Water in the Ditches of Miran- 
dola, and that the Neighbourhood fo abounds with 
little Canals, that ‘tis impoffible to dig four Foot dee 
into the Ground without meeting with Water. By a 
Lift drawn up of the Artillery which is on the Road to 
Lombardy from Naples and Sicily, it ameunts to near 
300 Pieces of Cannon. : 

Vienna, Aug. 28. The Emperor has received anothet 
Letter from the Elector of Bavaria, wherein he aflares 
him of his Fidelity and Attachment, as a Member of 
the Empire. 7 

‘We are likewife informed, that the King of Pruffia 
is entered into feveral Engagements favourable to the 
Emperor, on account of the Inveftiture which the Em- 
perar is to give him of the Dutchy of Wirtemberg. 

The Velt-Marfhal the Count de Wellzeg is returniitg | 
to Silefia, in order to receive another Body, of coco 
Rufhans,; which are advanced from Poland to the 
Frontiers of that Dutchy. ‘*Tis faid there are fome 
Calmucks among them, who formerly made ufe of 
Bows and Arrows, but how manage Fire Arms as well 
asany other Troops. ‘Thefe Savages are a hardy, in- 
defati People; plunged in the Errors of Idolatry; 
who keep to their firigular Drefs, and are commanded 
by a Sort of Centurions, who ferve them at the fame 
time as their Priefts, and carry their Idols. 

Frankfort, Sept. 4. The Prince of Anhalt-Deflau; 
Velt-Marthal of the King of Pruffia’s Troops, is atriv'd 
in the Army of the Empire; of which he is to have thé 
chief Command under Prince Eugene; who alfe ex- 
peéts Prince William of Helie-Caftel every Day. Since 
the Prufliaris; Saxons, and Hanoverians cro iia 
Rhine at Weifenau, near Méntz, and joined ¢ 
Impetial Regiments which were there be 
General Seckendorf, they amount all fogether 
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Men, and lie encamped from the Wood of Bernheim 
to Hermberm, towards te Seltz. ‘This General, and 
the Coant dé Sulkowski, fet out lat Night for Hei- 
delberg, © confer with Prince Eugené. A great Body 
of French Troops is fettted within thefe few Days patt 
at Freifenheim, oppofite to the Mouth of the Neckar, 


‘in order to obferve the Motions of the Imperialitts, 


who, ‘tis fuppofed, are to pals the Rhine there. 
: LONDON. 

The Right Hon. the Earl of Peterborough, who 
was carried in a Horfe-Litter to Portimouth, em- 
bark’d on Sunday laft, tho’ very Ill, on board his 
Majefty’s Yacht the Fubbs, in order to fail to France 
for the Recovery of his Health. 

Yefterday the new born Son of the Right Hon. the 
Lord Bellew, who lately died at his Father's Houfe in 
New Bond-ftreet, was privately interred in the Vault 
at Hendon Church with his Mother, who, about five 
Months fince died in Childbed with the faid Son and 
Heir of that noble Family: She was Daughter of the 
late Lord-Nithfdale, who made his Efcape in a Riding- 
hood out of the Tower. 

Yeflerday Morning died at his Lodings at Roehamp- 
ton in Surry, Mr. Collett, formerly a Wek India 
Merchant of this City. 

The fame Day Henry Kelfal, Efq; kifs’d her Ma- 
jefty’s Hand at Kenfington, on his being appointed one 
of the Commiffioners for Affairs of Taxes, in the 
room of John Williams, Efq; who has refigned. 

Yefteréay her Grace the Dutchefs of Bedford lay 
dangeroufly I at his Grace’s Houfe in Bloomsbury 
Square. | 

We hear that on Monday next her Majefty, his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, the Duke, and 
the two_eldeit Princefies, will be prefent at the 
Launching of his Majeity’s Ship the Ruflel, a Third 
Rate of 80 Guns, lately Rebuilt at Debtfort; as will 
alio the Right Hon. Sir Charles Wager, and the other 
Lords of the Admiralry, and feveral other Perfons of 
Quality. 

The fame Day his Majefty’s Ship the Weymouth of 
60 Gani, which is alfo Rebuilt, will be launched at 
Plymouth, and on the following Day will be held a 
Board of Admiralty, when the faid Ships will be put 
into Commiffion.
